From the narrative* written in the first person» it appears that 
Peter KLEIST was a German jengineer who w orhed ln the Sowjet Unlop 
from 1933 to 1937, during which perlod he came to admire gresily the 
heroic Ru sei an people and their noble effort» Just prior to hls scheduled 
dsparture, oo 25 January 1937» he met a German« to whom he gare hie 
•aved-up rublee in exc hange for a personal cheque drawn oo a German 
bank« Ar re st ed fay the G. P. U. » he was asked to eaplain this traasaction* 
and also why he had in hie poasesslon Information about the Soviel plant 
in which he had worksd« He learned to hie conaternatloa that the cheque 
he had received was signed by a knorwn German spyj Hls luterrog ation 
covered the period of locne thres znooths» and flnsliy» on 25 April 
(prssumably 1937)» he was acquitted« released from prison« and deported 
to Germany via Poland« 

Düring Ms thres months in prieon« he was treated with poiite 
consideratloo« as wer# the other prlsonsrs« He leamed that the G«P*U« 
was strict bot fair» dedicaied to trwth« justlce and defeaee of the mother- 
land« It was painstaking in its eifert* to obtain bed-rock evidtoce; 
mnything lass was discarded« KT EI ST was of the firm opinion that M a 
state threatened for so many years trs the secret pl***ing of coenter* 
revolutioa« and today riddled with spiee" has need of such a defensive 
organic ation« I 
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In hi» white-waahing of tht Q, P* U, , tb« luthor ak tim«» 
charactariae» th« conduct of th» priaon guarda u almoat benign 
(»•!•• "OcuslcnUlj th« guard on duty would anap back th« gulch«t 
door and whiaper 'Sh- ah' U wc war« too noisy,") Ha nlao appaars to 
hata baaa towchad by th« impaccabl« Intagrlty ©f »oma G. P.U* offictal». 

For aamplti bafor« hi» releaae h« had a talk with th« Governor of th« 
G«P«U» priaon ln Uinak« «ho «u charactarlied a» foUowa: ir Hi» 
human« »onaitiv« iaca «aa Hk« that of my old haadmaator who mingled 
a lora of Überall am aad a haro-worahip of Garabaldi with periodical 
canlnga of hia xnora turbulent pupila. ” 

In an appandix, KLEIST d«fenda STAUN in hi» purging the cocntry 
of th« Opposition (l«a»i Bolahevika, hfenahevika and Social Revolutianariaa)» 
Whydid thea« men confa^a ao abjactly at th« Moscow triala? The anawar 
ia aimple: "Bacauae thay war« guilty"» He aasumaa, in paaaing, that 
G«n«rala TUKHACHEVSKIY aad PUTNA (and preaumably thouaanda of 
othar military officara) war« «qually guilty» ln hia opinion, th« move- 
mant of world avant« will "prove that the G»P,U, did not and doea not 
chaae ahadowa in ita watchfuln« a a • • » And the author ende on thia not«: 
"Faaciat coaapirtcy in conjunction with Trotakyiat cooapiracy doea «xlet 
and ita «xtirpation, ao far froan «ndang«rlng th« USSR, mark« another 
paril aroidad« 11 
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If KLEIST agraedto wrlte thia Und of yarn aa the price for hia 
releaae, h« mor« than livod up to hia aid« of th« bargain« Tharaln H«a 
th« main d«fect of hia narrativ«; ln plcturing G. P.U* Juatice aa unblemiah«d 
and bayond reproach he place» a heavy atrain on th« reader'a cradulity»
